Owners of small tracts of 
woodland are eligible for cost¬ 
sharing assistance in planting 
or improving their tree stands 

Under the Rural Environ¬ 
mental Assistance Program 
(REAP), the government will 
share costs for planting forest¬ 
ry trees or shrubs or improv¬ 
ing stands of forest trees. 

In general, costs are shared 
on a 50-50 basis. For forestry- 
practices, the government may 
assume as much as 80 or 00 
percent of the cost because of 
the national need for such 
practices and the long period 
which must elapse before a 
woodland operator begins to 
harvest his trees.

According to a redistricting 
plan introduced in the Ken¬ 
tucky House of Representativ¬ 
es Friday Morgan would be 
c-ne of 31 counties to be split 
in the current reapportionment 
of legislative districts. 

Under the plan, approximate¬ 
ly half of Morgan County would 
be included in the 97th district 
with Johnson and Martin Coun¬ 
ties. The rest of Morgan would 
be in the 71st district with Ro¬ 
wan, Menifee, and Elliott Coun¬ 
ties. 

Many legislators, including 
Joe W. Haney, D-West Liberty, 
have expressed keen dissatis¬ 
faction with the plan and a 
House subcommittee was to 
meet last night (Wednesday) to 
look at three or more alterna¬ 
tive plans. 

It was also learned in Frank¬ 
fort that federal courts might 
allow districts to vary from the 
perfect numerical average by 
three times the five percent 
figure which the above plan re¬ 
presents. 

A senatorial reapprotionment 
plan introduced in the Senate 
last week would place Morgan 
in a district with Elliott, Meni¬ 
fee, Morgan, Wolfe, Magoffin, 
Lee, Breathitt, Owsley, Jackson, 
and part of Rowan. 

Alternate plans for the sen¬ 
atorial reapportionment plan 
also are expected to be studied 
this week. 


Senator John Sherman 
Cooper's bill to extend the 
deadline beyond March 1 for 
the Secretary of Agriculture 
tc proclaim marketing quotas 
for bualey tobacco, has been 
approved by Congress and was 
eigned by th e President Tues¬ 
day. 

Purpose of the Congressional 
resolution was to provide addi¬ 
tional time for the considera¬ 
tion of pending legislation to 
improve the marketing quota 
program that aim* at adjust¬ 
ing supplies of burley more 
nearly to marketing require¬ 
ments. 

Present law would have re¬ 
quired the Secretary of Agricul¬ 
ture to proclaim the market¬ 
ing quotas for 1971-73 by 
March 1. 

The measure signed by the 
President extended the time 
until such date as the Secre¬ 
tory of Agricuture determines 
is necessaijv for notification 
of the growers and for a re¬ 
ferendum prior to planting 
time. 

Bills have been introduced 
in both Houses of Congress 
to permit burley growers to 
vote on changing the quota 
system from acreage allotments 
to poundage allotment 9 .

This action has been made 
necessary because the present 
acreage plan has not kept 
supplies in line with demand. 
Under the present program, 
the U. S. Secretary of Agri¬ 
culture must declare a cut 
whenever the stocks on hand 
exceed a 2.8 years supply. Re¬ 
ports show that present stocks 
are in excess of a three years 
supply. 

Burley growers have been 
offered an aoreage-p<.un|rlag -■ | 
plan in two previous referen- 
dums. Although a majority of 
Kentucky’s growers favored the 
plan, thdy failed to win the 
necessary two-thirds majority 
in the builey belt. 

The importance of burley 
tobacco to Kentucky’s economy 
is so well-known that it need 
not be cited here. What does 
need to be emphasized is that 
the present program is in 
trouble—serious trouble. A 
change must be made which 
will seek to bring supplies in 
line with demand. 

What legislative action 
taktas place in the coming 
weeks will have a great bear¬ 
ing on burley tobacco—and 
the economic welfare of thou¬ 
sands of Kentuckians. Our 
major goal is not finding a 
program with which each and 
every grower will agree, but 
rather one which will preserve 
a price support program that 
allows every grower to receive 
a fair share of the market. 


The Kentucky State Board 
of Agriculture has endorsed 
poundage controls for burley 
tobacco. 

At its last meeting in Frank¬ 
fort the State Board gave 
unanimous support to a re¬ 
solution recommending that 
Ihe poundage system be adopt¬ 
ed for burley tobacco Legis¬ 
lation which would allow for 
the change from the present 
acreage controls to poundage 
controls has been introduced 
in Congress. 

If a bill is approved, burley 
growers will vote in a referen¬ 
dum on the question of a 
poundage system.

OPPOSES POUNDAGE PLAN 

Reporting in The Courier- 
Journal, 1-16-1971, by James R. 
Russell, quoting Mr. William 
Raisden, Danville, Kentucky, 
t hairman of a new group,, 
“Council for Burley Tobacco'’ 
and Vice-President of Farm 
Bureau, claims to have all he 
organizations supporting this 
poundage program which is not 
true. According to information 
this group represents part of 
the growers in Lexington, Dan¬ 
ville, Paris, and Mt. Sterling. 
This doesn't appear to cover nil 
the State of Kentucky and eer 
tainly not the small growers! 

According to Mr. Balden’s 
statement a 60% or .5 acre or 
less grower has never had a 
larger base. The majority of 
these small growers have taken 
their share of the cut until 
they are now very small grow¬ 
ers anil by law can’t be cui 
further. These small growers 
have been able to keep off the 
welfare roll so far and let’s! 
give them their right to work 
instead of a dole from the tax 
payers. 

Mr. Balden said the Council 
represented the University of! 
Kentucky and Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. A part of j 
the staff from the University 
of Kentucky traveled the state 
about three years ago mislead¬ 
ing the small growers and try¬ 
ing to sell their pregram. Since 
the University of Kentucky is 
supported by all the taxpayers 
all over the state, we feel that 
the staff should stay at their 
place of employment as every 
other worker does. 

According to the United 
Slates Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, University of Kentucky 
College of Agriculture, for 1965 
through 1970 there was mere 
tobacco consumed than raised. 

First figure raised, second 
figure consumed: 1965-66, 386.3, 
606.7; 1966-67, 586.7, 600.5: 

1967-68, 540.6, 598.0; 1968-69, 
563.4, 571.0; 1969-70. 591.4, 

565.2. Total, 2868.4. 2941.4. 

When poundage was voted on 
before, part of the University 
of Kentucky staff and this same 
organization came up with the 
figure of 625 million pounds 
per year. We were told if one 


year failed to produce 625 mil¬ 
lion there would be an increase 
in acreage the following year 
to make up the difference. This 
would have been 1875 million 
pounds; however only 1695.4 
million pounds; were produced, 
a difference of 179.6 million 
pounds. 

According to figures, we have 
on hand 9 months supply over 
what was allowed. We have 
had four good growing seasons. 
We feel that one or part of a 
bad growing season would wipe 
out all the surplus. This sup¬ 
port price in the past, the mon¬ 
ey borrowed from the govern¬ 
ment has been refunded. Why 
all this noise about support 
price? 

The large grower would try 
to make people believe that the 
small growers can not produce 
tobacco cheaper than the big 
"rowers; however, we know this 
isn’t true since the small grow¬ 
ers usually have large families 
to help grow- the tobacco and 
do not have to pay outsiders. 

If there is such an over-sup¬ 
ply. where is it? 

Why did tobacco sell so well 
in 1970? 

Why is cigarette manufactur¬ 
ing up 3.2 billion, smoking to¬ 
bacco ud 10 .6?

According to the 1970 Cen¬ 
sus, nearly all Eastern Kentuc¬ 
ky counties—including Morgan 
—were determined to have lost 
heavily in the population count. 
Many counties nave questioned 
the Census results, claiming 
their populations have not de¬ 
creased nearly as much in the 
past 10 years as the 1970 Cen¬ 
sus shows. 

Whether or no, there seems 
to be reason for doubting tne 
accuracy of the Census. For 
instance, in a recent news re¬ 
lease (published in The Courier) 
from the Bureau of the Census, 
U.S. Department of Commerce 
it was revealed that 1970 Cen¬ 
sus takers found 56 Negroes 
residing in Morgan County. 

This is news to us. We know 
of only one Negro family resid¬ 
ing in the county, near the 
Wolfe County line. And nobody 
we’ve talked with seems to know 
just where in Morgan County 
the remaining Negroes turned 
up by the Census takers reside. 

Could it be that Census offi¬ 
cials just estimated the number 
of Negroes residing in Eastern 
Kentucky and then in their 
final report just arbitrarily al- 
loted so many Blacks to each 
couny on a percentage basis?

Farmers who choo.se to parti¬ 
cipate in the 1971 fann p»;- , 
grams will have an acreage 
S‘ t-aside in each program they 
feign up for — 20 peicent of I 
their feed grain base. 75 per- ! 
cent of their wheat allotment, 
and 20 percent of their upland 
cotton allotment. 

These set-aside percentages. | 
which were announced as ten¬ 
tative prior to the special 
January survey of farmers' 
planting intentions, have now 
been established by the U. S- 
Department of Agriculture, ac¬ 
cording to Ralph Hamilton, 
Chairman of the Morgan Agri¬ 
cultural Stabilization and Con- 
cervation (ASC) Committee. 

Uinder the new farm pro¬ 
grams, participants will mak? 
their set-asides, maintain their 
taiims' conserving bases, and 
lie free to use the rest of their 
i cropland as they choose, ex¬ 
cept for crops under market¬ 
ing quotas or other controls 
— peanuts, rice, tobacco, extra 
long stable cotton, and sugar i 
cane. 

Tlie ASC Committee Chair¬ 
man pointed out that in this 
respect the set-aside farm 
programs are quite differtnt 
from any previous farm pro¬ 
grams. “For the first time, 
the allotments and ba-ses for 
a farm do not dictate to a 
farmer the number of acres 
Ihe is allowed to plant to a 
specific crop. Allotment 3 and 
base s are used to figure the 
set-aside acreage and price- 
support payments, not to limit 
production of any one crop,” 
Mr. Hamilton said. 

The set-aside principle is 
based on the fact that U. S. 
farmers are able to produce 
more farm products than the 
market will absorb at good 
prices. By using set-aside 
acreage to limit overproduc¬ 
tion generally, the programs 
leave individual farmers free 
to grow the crops which give 
them the most net profit. Crop 
by-crop acreage restrictions 
are no longer in effect for 
wheat, feed grains and upland 
cotton.

WEST LIBERTY 

Due to the condition of the 
roads and the inclemency of the 
weather, business has been 
somewhat dull during the last 
week, but few farmers have 
been in town, and news is con¬ 
sequently scarce. 

Our next county court will 
probably adopt measures to¬ 
wards the construction of a 
first class wagon road from this 
point to Martinsburg, the coun¬ 
ty seat of Elliott County. Leav¬ 
ing West Liberty it will take up 
Mordiea Fork of Elk Creek to 
the head of Enoch fork of Little 
Sandy, and down this branch to 
the Open Fork of Little Sandy, 
near Martinsburg, a total dis¬ 
tance of sixteen miles. The 
road from the latter point to 
Willard, which is now in pro¬ 
cess of construction will mea¬ 
sure 16*2 miles, making the 
total distance from here to the 
terminus of the Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky Railway 324 miles or 


12 4 miles less than from here 
to Mt. Sterling. 

Much complaint is being 
made by our citizens regarding 
the enormous privileges granted 
by their charter to the Licking 
Lumber company. They have 
the right to float their logs 
‘loose’ down to Boston station 
on the Kentucky Central rail¬ 
road where their saw mills and 
wood working machines are lo¬ 
cated, and to ‘boom’, if they 
choose, ‘all’ tributaries of Main 
Licking. As they are doing a 
shipping business of 1 . 000,000 
logs or more per annum, it is 
evident that the smaller lumber¬ 
men are either forced to sell 
to the big company or to run 
enormous risks and to be ex¬ 
posed to the chicaneries of the 
mammoth corporation. Various 
endeavors to get the charter 
amended in a manner more 
suitable to the general interests 
have not been favorably receiv¬ 
ed by the legislature.

It is 
claimed that this bridge is 
much moire grand and beauti¬ 
ful than the famous natural 
bridge of Virginia; it and its 
surroundings for miles around 
would furnish excellent matei- 
tal for the pencil of artists.

Tree Farm Program in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Rev. and Mrs. Ferguson were 
special guests at the associa¬ 
tion's banquet in Louisville last 
week, at which time Rev. Fer¬ 
guson was presented a plaque. 
As a special gift, he also re¬ 
ceived a new chain saw. 

Ferguson has been practicing 
forest management in his wood 
land for the past decade. His 
accomplishments include thi 
harvesting of more than 100 .- 
000 board feet of mature saw- 
timber, improvement of about 
50 acres of timber by removing 
undesirable trees and cutting 
damaging vine growth, the con¬ 
struction of 225 rods of fence 
to protect his woods from graz¬ 
ing livestock, the planting o 
40,000 seedling trees, and the 
pruning of several acres of 
white pine plantations. 

Ferguson is one of 230 Certi¬ 
fied Tree Farmers in Kentucky, 
but probably one of the few 
who uses his woodlands to 
teach his grandsons to appre¬ 
ciate and tend the forest for 
icpeated wood crops.

MOREHEAD, Ky. — With his 
baseball glove, his family and 
30 packages of chewing tobacco, 
Steve Hamilton headed for 
Florida last weekend. 

The 35-year-old lefthander 
reported to spring training at 
Sarasota, Fla., with other play¬ 
ers of the Chicago White Sox. 

Hamilton, well-known is this 
area, is an assistant baseball 
coach and physical education in¬ 
structor at Morehead State Uni¬ 
versity during the off season. 

For the first time in eight 
years, the lanky southpaw didn’t 
go to Fort Lauderdale where 
the New York Yankees hold 
spring workouts. He was sold 
to Chicago late last year after 
wearing a Yankee uniform since 
1963. 

The former basketball All- 
American at MSU didn't have 
a signed contract with the White 
Sox when he left Morehead but 
had reached a verbal agreement 
with the Chicago front office. 

Hamilton, heading into his 


14th season in organized base¬ 
ball and 10 th in the majors, 
expects to continue being a re¬ 
lief pitcher. He was 4-3 last sea¬ 
son with a 3.00 earned run aver¬ 
aged and his “folly floater’’ 
pitch was the talk of the Am¬ 
erican League. 

“I’m optimistic about the com¬ 
ing season,” said the 6-7 hur- 
ler. “Chuck Tanner, the new 
Chicago manager, is a fine base¬ 
ball man and they have put to¬ 
gether a young, talented club.” 

The move to the White Sox 
reunites Hamilton with Johnny 
Sain, one of his former pitch¬ 
ing coaches at New York. “He's 
a great one.” Hamilton said of 
his new bullpen boss. 

Hamilton’s tobacco - chewing 
exploits have been publicized 
frequently in the national press 
and he plans to retain his un¬ 
official title as the “ehewingist 
man in the majors.” His regular 
supplier, a Morehead merchant, 
has ordered a fresh supply of 
“chewing” for the 1971 season 
and will be shipping him two 
cartons every two weeks. 

“I’m taking 30 packages with 
me,” Hamilton said. “That 
should last about three weeks.” 
The popular lefthander uses 
“about a pack a day and more 
when it's real hot.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 26— 
Kentucky farmers were remind¬ 
ed today by Kentucky Farm Bu 
reau Executive Secretary John 
W. Koon that April 1 is the 
deadline for filing applications 
for assessment of their farm¬ 
land under the farmland assess¬ 
ment law. 

Koon said that under the 
farmland assesment law—which 
was enacted by the 1970 state 
legislature as the result of a 
constitutional amendment ad¬ 
opted by the voters in 1969— 
ail qualifying farmland in Ken¬ 
tucky is eligible for assessment 
at its value for agricultural 
purposes, rather than at a high¬ 
er value based on the land's 
potential worth. 

Prior to enactment of the 
law and the constitutional am 
endment, Koon added, all land 
had to be assessed at its mar¬ 
ket value, thus creating a situ¬ 
ation where some farmland 
could be assessed as if it were 
subdivision or industrial prop¬ 
erty. 

He said assessors first must 
assess all prooerty at its market 
value, but any farmer who be¬ 
lieves the market value assess¬ 
ment exceeds his land's agricul¬ 
tural or horticultural value can 
file an application and request 
the benefits of a farmland as- 


ftiatic.

■licultural assessment, it must 
meet certain requirements set 
forth in the law. Among these 
are requirements that the farm 
in question be at least 10 acres 
in size; that it must be used 
for agricultural purposes and 
must have been so used for 
five years; and that it must 
have produced income from ag 
ricultural activities of at least 
$ 1,000 per year the preceding 
two years or have anticipated 
income of that amount. 

Farmers can determine if 
their land is assessed too high 
for its farming value by exam 
ining recent prices paid for 
farmland for farming purposes 
in their vicinity, Koon contin¬ 
ued. 

Koon said application forms 
for agricultural assessments are 
available at tax assessors' offi¬ 
ces, and arc numbered 62A351. 
He suggested farmers who arc 
not certain as to whether they 
would benefit from an agricul¬ 
tural assessment should contact 
the local tax assessor or the 
Property Tax Division, Kentuc¬ 
ky Department of Revenue.

WEST LIBERTY, Ky. — A 
love story can be a charming 
thing whether it is one chapter 
or the whole book.

Green Trimble, born in Mor¬ 
gan County at about the time 
Morgan was made a part of the 
commonwealth, had helped 
move stock for the store from 
Mt. Sterling to the bank of the 
Kentucky River by way of Hazel 
Green. Five wagons were re 
quired to transport the mer¬ 
chandise and for many people- 
living along the old State Road 
and a trail from Hazel Green 
to the river, the wagons were 
the first they’d seen in many 
weeks. The last part of the 
way was by pushboat upriver. 

At the mouth of Quicksand, 
which at that time was in Perry 
County, the merchandise was 
unloaded and a store begun. 

It was Trimble’s lot also to 
be chief cook at the cottage 
where he and two older men 
were living. Since Trimble lik¬ 
ed to fish and string trotlines 
from shore to shore of the 
Kentucky, the table fare at the 
cottage often was succulent 
fish fresh from the stream.

(From Dr. Powers’ Memoirs) | 
—Featuring John Boykin, pros-' 
pector, who discovered silver on j 
Devils Fork. Elliott County, in 
1889, also sketching history of 
the Kentucky Kimberlite Dia¬ 
mond Company's operations ;n 
1895 to 1905. 

By Dr. Fred W. Powers 

On a summer afternoon in 
1889 the Lexington division pas 
senger trains, number 22 . east 
bound, rolled into Morehead on 
time. Among the half dozen 
passengers who alighted was 
one unusual looking man, stocky 
of build, about 58 years of ag^, 
dark complexion, short iron 
beard. He wore laced boots, 
brown corduroy pants, jumper 
jacket with cap to match. He 
was smoking a short black briar 
pipe. He looked around for a 
few moments to get his bear- 
I ings, then with suitcase in one 
hand and a yellow canvas tool 
bag slung shot pouch fashion 
over one shoulder, he made his 
way across the street to the 
Powers House, hotel where he 
entered the office. 

He put down his grip, un¬ 
slung his canvas hag which drop 
ped onto the floor with a clatt 
er, and the handles of several 
short picks and chisels protrud¬ 
ed from the opening in the top 
After depositing his baggage 
with the landlord, my father, 
registered his name and ad 
dress, John Boykin, Cripple 
Creek. Colo. Then he made his 
way across the hall and enter¬ 
ed the saloon where he partook 
of stimulants, consisting of a 
glass of ten-cent red whiskey. 

Curiosity in the mountains 
of Kentucky is an important ele¬ 
ment especially when a feud 
is going on; and this strange 
guest from Cripple Creek was 
certainly developing his share 
of interest in the minds of the 
depot loungers who had follow¬ 
ed him into the saloon, and 
were gawking at him, and mak¬ 
ing guesses as to his business. 

An important little man who 
was standing nearby, kept in¬ 
sisting in an understone that 
someone better ask him what 
his business was, finally the 
town marshal approached the 
strange man and asked; “Look¬ 
ing for anyone in particular, 
mister?” 

“I am on my way to Elliott 
County to prospect for silver 
ore,” replied Boykin, continuing 
“When can I get started on my 
way, and how do I travel?” 

“In the morning you can cat¬ 
ch a ride with a teamster to 
Sandy Hook, he will drop you 
of there and then you can walk 
the rest of the way.’’ 

“Have a drink?” asked the 
stranger, and, of course, this 
invitation was accepted by the 
whole gang of loiterers who 
half-filled the barroom. 

A free and easy conversation 


I followed and it was soon learn- 
! ed that Boykin was an old gold- 
I miner and that he had heard 
! from an Indian chief that there 
was a silver mine somewhere 
j in Elliott County, and he was 
headed for this locality. Some 
correspondence had been car¬ 
ried on between Boykin and a 
certuia Mr. Black whose name 
had been furnished him by the 
postmaster at Martinsburg 
(which is now known as Sandv 
Hook. 

When John Click cracked the 
whip over his four mules the 
next morning in front of “The 
Powers’ House', and pulled out 
for Elliott County with a load 
of merchandise, John Boykin, 
the Cripple Creek prospector. | 
sat on the spring seat of the 
old hickory jolt wagon beside 
him. and waved a cheery good¬ 
bye to his new-made friends. 

Little more was thought of | 
this incident, and it was soon j 
out of the minds of those who 
had seen him arrive and de¬ 
part, but when the bleak days 
of December came with their 
cold rains, sleet and snow. John 
Boykin again put in his appear-1 
once at the Powers Hotel, in 
Morehead. lugging a burden of I 
mineral specimens, enclosed in 
a coffee sack. This piece of 
valuable baggage being deposit 
n d in the corner of the hotel 
office was sufficient cause to 
start ihe idle tongues of the 
\illagers to wagging—and great 
excitement prevailed, stimulat¬ 
ed by Boykins’ story of a rich 
find or silver ore on Devil's 
Creek in Elliott County. 

Boykin further enhanced in¬ 
terest in his operations by ask¬ 
ing the tiotel clerk where he 
“might” find a lawyer. In the 
very short time that it would 
require a small boy to cross 
the hall from the hotel office, 
into the saloon, and back an 
attorney was introduced to Pro¬ 
spector Boykin. 

Soon an express tag was at¬ 
tached to the coffee sack, and 
it was on its way to the assay- 
er’s office in Philadelphia, and 
a letter of explanation was in 
the mail. While awaiting his 
reply which required a week 
or more Boykin made friends 
rapidly, and his room in the 
hotel was the most active place 
on Railroad Street. 

The old prospector was ono 
of the original California “For¬ 
ty-Niners ” He had paid a thou¬ 
sand dollars for steerage pass 
age with the privilege of sleep¬ 
ing “in a coil of rope" while 
making the 19.000 mile voyage 
from Maine around Cape Horn 
to California during the great 
gold rush of 1849. As an en¬ 
tertainer he had Bret Harte dis¬ 
tance hopelessly at the sec¬ 
retary. 

I will never forget the wild 
and adventurous dreams his fas¬ 
cinating story provoked in my 
young mind, as I leaned on the 


back of his chair .and listenr 11 
to him tell of sacking up gold ! 
dust and nuggets. I begged n.\ 
mother to outfit me and let 
uo to Devils Fork with Boy kit; 
to m>ne silver Inil -lie foul .; t j 
seemingly get m.v drift, so 1 
ha\e ever shice cherished • 
secret ambition to sometime 
slip off somewhere and rospect 
for gold, silver, and diamond-. 
Mentally, I have been with 
Mor.tesuma and Cortez in Mexi¬ 
co. Jack I t ndon in the Klondik 
and Cecil I’ll d-n in the Tr: .is I 
\eal, hut physically 1 haven't) 
even visit*- Boykin's -Tc nvn 
es on Devil’s Fork in Elliott 
County.

For a few years Pn- k n man 
aged to get by on he a line the 
ore from the mines to the rail 
road by mule teams and ship 
ping it hut as silver gradually 
went down in price and the old 
Prospector grew still ol or. and 
less able orewagons became fur¬ 
ther and to wield the pick an ! 
shovel, the further apart, end 
finally worked out about the I 
middle of Grover Cleveland’s { 
second administration. 

Whether Boykin returned to 
Colorado or died in Elliott 
County remains an unanswered 
question, however, some of ti¬ 
nkler settlers may know his 
ultimate fate. 

This silver deposit was found I 
in a gray granite-like stone 
which was very hard to mine, 
and due to soil erosions the ex 
cavations were soon filled with 
dirt washed from the mountain¬ 
side and tcda\ scarcely sixt\ 
years from that time, very for. 
people even know that there i- 
a silver ore in Elliott County 
which will yield $80.00 per leu 
if silver was selling for the old 
price of 90c per ounce. 

Devil’s Creek Valiev is not 
very long, from one end to the j 
other, but according to Pn s 
pector Boykins’s stories, it is 
rich in minerals and semi-pre- i 
cious stone deposits. Further¬ 
more, chunks otf lead weighing j 
as much as five pounds eacn. 
Boykin also dug out of the rock- 
bed of the creek in several 
places, and pebbles of the color 
of rubies, emeralds, topaz, sap -1 
phires. garnets, and diamonds 
were likewise mined by the ol 1 
prospector. These stones afford¬ 
ed him the where-with of a 
livelihood after he gave up si! 
ver mining as he always car¬ 
ried a quart or so of these in
